Buhl action an injustice 


Once again, the Idaho Legislature is groping for a 
solution to the day care licensing issue, and once 
-again,-- divisions among legislators seem about to 
bury any compromise. 

That would be uhfbrtunate. Idaho is now the only 
-statc-in-thc-nation-without-some-kind-ofrmandalory; — 
uniform day care licensing to regulate what many 
agree is an industry in need of attention. 

The divisions in Idaho are deep. Some people don’t 
want any regulation. Others, like.Rep. Donna Scott, 
R-Twin Falls, are dead set against regulation by the 
state. 

They would leave licensing at the county level, 
probably with local sheriffs. That is the gist of the 
“most recent proposal, advanced in the Senate by 
Larrey Anderson, R-Twin Falls. 

But how consistency and standards would be main- 
tained under 44 sheriffs js a mystery.. Child abuse, 
sanitation and fire safety standards, it seems to us, 
should. not vary county to county on a matter like 
this. ■ — - - 

There remains some support for a task-force pro- 
posal. developed last year with legislative input. But 
- because it was sponsored by Democratic .'Gov. John 
Evans, it has little support among hard-line - 
Republicans, who won’t give him credit for anything 
if they can help it. 

What we have here, it seems to us, is yet* another 
case in which partisan politics and hard-line tactics 
are-thwarting a need on which many Idahoans agree. 

The result is that, while the legislators are cast in 
concrete, another pressing need in Idaho goes

Mopping up'ln the wake of the 1985 Farm 
Bill, the' Senate Agricultural Affairs Com- 
mittee held 2 hours of hearings Thursday on 
what sort of system there should be to help 
bonkers," farmers,' and commodity buyers 
keep track of Mens on farm produce. 

Buyers say the current system Is unfair to 
them and often results in their 'paying twice 
for the same shipment. 

. ’.They say they buy. produce, subject to se- 
curity interests, or liens, and that if the 
seller (or producer) falls to pay the lender 
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who made the producer’’ operating loan, the 
lender can then go after the buyer to collect 
the unpaid debt. • , ^ 

Bankers currently' file lien notices with the 
county clerks, when they loan producers 
money so that, buyers can look to sce-whaL 
the outstanding debts are against the pro- 
duce they are buying. 


The 1965 Farm Bill dictates that by Dec. 
22, 1986, all lien records be centralized 
statewide' or that a "pre-notification" 
system be established so that bankers would 
send notice of their outstanding debts to all' 
potential buyers. 

If the Legislature does neither, all sales 
after that date would "he “clear title," 
meaning that commodity buyers would be 
free from the claims of unpaid bankers If 
producers defaulted on loan repayments.

Evans: Head tax

■'twin FALLS - Gov. John Evans 
Thursday called a proposed $10 head 
lax. to be used to build a new max- 
imum security prison the "most 
regressive tax” available, and he 
said he opposed it. 

' The governor, in Twin Falls for a 
noon luncheon speech to the Kiwahis 
Club, also said the proposal to pass a 
1-cent sales tax for only 4 months 
made the state look "foolish," 
because It was a “disjointed" effort 
to solve the slate's budget pro- 
blems. 

That measure for only a short- 

term— l-cent ■ lax, - advanced by 

leaders of the Republican-controlled 
legislature, failed Wednesday. 

Evans said such short-term solu- 
. lions to long-range problems caused 
uncertainty among the business 
community. 

The proposed $10 head tax was ap- 
proved on Wednesday by the House 
Revenue and Taxation Committee to 
be sent to the full. House. The bill 
would require an extra $I0' tax on 
every state tax return, starting in 
1987 and extending through 1993. 

Over the 7-ycar period, sponsor 
Sen. Roger Fairchild, R-Fruitland, 
said that would generate $24.3 


million lo.mcct stale construction 
needs. 

But Evans said the tax would re- 
quire people who do not pay income 
taxes, such as senior citizens, to file 
a tax form and pay $10 or $20.
